complete including walling, about $875; 
being $125 less than stated to the commit­

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EXPECT MINERS TO STRIKE 


A flat re4*: t! :n of their demands 
will be f 
• w. : ie representatives 


of the m inus will get from the an­ 
thracite coal operators at their con« 
Terence to be held in New York on 
March 13. 
This action was decided 
upon at a conference of tho operators 
wnicn lasted just one hour* 


While the action taken does not nec­ 
essarily preclude further negotiations 
should the miners subsequently decide 
upon a modification of their demands, 
it nevertheless seems to heighten the 
prospect of a strike. 


The conference of the operators was 
the first to be held since the formal 
presentation of the miners demands 
last week. 
There were present forty 
four men representing the indepen­ 
dents as well as the large coal com­ 
panies. 


The operators assembled at 143 Lib­ 
erty street and it was very clear that 
a unanimity of sentiment prevailed 
and that the discussion did not last 
long. J. L, Cake, of the Clear Spring 
Coal company, a leading independent, 
presided. 
It was decided to appoint 
a sub-committee to meet with tho 
miners on March 13, tbis committee to 
draw up the formal reply of the oper­ 
ators rejecting the miners’ demands. 


The formal rejection of the demands 
which the committee is instructed to 
prepare will be drawn up at a meet­ 
ing the committee will hold next Mon­ 
day. It will take up each demand and 
give the operators' reasons for retua 
ing it. 


The action of the coal operators in 
thus rejecting the miners’ demands at 
the start is a departure from their 
attitude of three years ago when they 
entered into negotiations with Presi 
dent Mitchell and committee with a 
counter proposal.

When the assembly of New York 


Governor Marlin H ülynn automatic 
ally succeeded to the governorship and 
-iviil continue to hold that oflice until 
Governor Sulzer is acquitted or tlie 
ihipeachment proceedings are dismiss- 
ed by the court ol* impeachment. 


Au opinion to that effect was given 
by Attorney General Carmody to Sec- 
le ary of State Mitchell May. In the 
same opinion Mr. Carmody holds that 
the power of impeachment may be ex. 
ercised at any time the assembly may 
determiue upon, and for that reason the 
assembly acted within its legal rights 
when it voted in favor of impeach- 
meut proceedings despite the tact that 
the legislainre was convened in extra- 
ordinary öCw 


The attorney generalas opinion is 
expected to have an Important bearing 
on the controversy concerning who is 
governor of New York state. 
It is 
customary for slate departments 
to 
adhere to the opinion of the attorney 
general until set aside by the courts. 


Another oilicial act was performed 
by Acting Governor Glynn. He honor- 
ed reuisitlon pajiers from the gover- 
nor of Massachusetts surrendering to 
the authorities a criminal wanted in 
that state. 


The only ofiicial act of Governor Sul- 
zer was to attend the scheduled meet- 
ing of the board of trustees of state 
public buildings. 
He was the only 
member of the board present. Gover- 
nor Sulzer made public a long list of 
delegates he had designated to attend 
the third American road congress, to 
be held at Detroit in September, but 
the designations are merely voluntary 
upon the governor's part and not in 
pursuance of any law permitting him 
to make them. 


Following out the plan to isolate 
Governor 
Sulzer 
in 
the 
executive 
chamber and to pay no attention to 
his claims to be the acting governor 
of the state, Acting Governor Glynn 
and his legal advisers changed their 
mind regarding the holding of a moot- 
ing of the board of trustees of public 
buildings in the lieutenant governor's 
room, to be attended by Acting Gov- 
ernor Glynn, Acting Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Wagner and Speaker of the As- 
sembly Smith, and decided not to hold 
this meeting until later, after getting 
an opinion from the attorney general 
tliat it was not necessary tor the trus 
tees to meet at the time the bids for 
constructive work on the capítol were 
to be opened. 


It is expected that Acting Governor 
Glynn will meet with the other two 
trustees whom he recognies, Wagnei 
and Smith, and formally designate the 
lieutenant governor's room as the ex 
(ccutive offices. 


Governor Sulzer was in better spir

was less pronounced. He showed that
